the Service of the Crown. 


Orders. 


1. Iv is the King’s wish that no subject of His Majesty in the Service of the Crown 
shall accept and wear the Insignia of any Foreign Order without having previously 
obtained His Majesty’s permission to do 80, signified either’: 


(a) By Warrant under the Royal Sign-Manual, or

2. When permission is given by Warrant under the Royal Sign-Manual, thé Insignia

dated the 19th August 1926 :— 


In exercise of the powers conferred by section 96-D-(1) of the Government of India 
Act, the Secretary of State for India, with the concurrence of the majority of votes at a 
meeting of the Council of India held this 29th day of June 1926, hereby makes the 
following amendment of the Anditor-General’s Rules, namely :—
